1730 HRS. GROUP AND PRIVATE MEETINGS IN BELGRADE WILL BE CONDUCTED 
IN HOTEL JUGOSLAVIA, EXCEPTING THOSE INSTANCES WHERE PLANT 
AND/OR PROTOCOL VISITS DICTATE OTHERWISE. RECEPTION SCHEDULED 
EVE OF OCT 27. ALL NECESSARY EQUIPMENT AND PRINTING TO 

BE HANDLED AT POST, WITH USIS LENDING MAJOR ASSISTANCE. ONCE

6. SCHEDULE APPOINTMENTS RUN SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH CHALK TALKS AND 
ARE HELD IN ADJACENT BIC ROOM, (DRAVA). WITH EXCEPTION OPENING 
DAY MORNING, HOWEVER, SEMINAR TEAM MEMBERS, WHOSE TIME IS NOT
